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Smith Declares 
Black Demands 
Threaten Talks

GENEVA, Oct. 21 (NYT?.—Prime Minister Ian Smith of Rhodesia 
arrived in Geneva today and said that new demands by African 
nationalists seriously threatened the upcoming conference designed 
to set up a biracial temporary government in Rhodesia that would 


lead to black majority rule. 


At the same time Mr. Smith insisted that the United States and 
Britain had firmly endorsed the formula for transition to black 


majority rule thet the Rhodesian leader had accepted. 


efforts to change the basis of 
agreement already reached, Mr. 
Smith said, could cripple the 
talks. 

Mr. Smith, the first leader to 
fly in for the conference with 
black African nationalists, told 
journalists at Geneva’s Cointrin 
Airport, “I believe it is possible, 
at the end, we might arrive at 
@ Situation when in all honesty 
we will have to say that the 
whole concept which brought us 
here has been undermined, has 
been defeated. Therefore there 
is no point in continuing,” 

He emphasized, however, that 
“I haye come here in 2 positive 
frame of mind. We will try to 
make the conference succeed.” 

The Geneva conference is duo 
te open formally Oct. 28, and 
will be preceded by private pre- 
paratory talks between Mr. Smith, 
four African nationalist leaders 
and Ivor Richard, Britain's am- 
bassador to the United Nations, 
who will preside over the meet- 
ing at the Palais des Nations. 

Chairman's Arrival 

Mr. Richard, arriving six hours 
after the Rhodesian leader, said 
he would seek to make the talks 
@ success.

Portuguese General Warns

refocused American literature on 
the ordinary, inner agonies and 
Joys of the central characters in 
his novels. 

“The anti-hero of the present 
was already on the way,” the 
academy said, “and Bellow be- 
came one of thase who took care 
of him.” 

In his second stage. the acad- 
emy suid. Mr. Bellow added to 
his gifts for wntrospection a new 
set of weapons; “Exuberant 
ideas, flashing irony. hilarious 
comedy and burning compassion.” 

"Subtle Analysis" 

The result—in “The Adventures 
of Augie March.” “Henderson 
the Rain King.” “Herzog,” “Mr. 
Sammier's Planet," and “Hum- 
boldt’s Gift"— “was something 
quite new,” Mr. Bellow’s own 
mixture of “rich picaresque novel 
and subtle analysis of our cul- 
ture, of entertainms adventure, 
drastic and tragic episodes in 
quick succession, interspersed with 
philosophic conversation with the 
reader.” 

The academy singled out 
“Henderson the Rain King" as 
“the writer’s most imaginative 
nxpedition," but said that the 
book shared with most of Mr. 
Bellow'’s other works a fascina- 
tion with a variety of settings 
—in the case of “Henderson.” 
the jungles of Africa—as well as 
a continuing, lively interest in 


Mr. Eellow's most identifiable 
subject: the ‘man with no 
foothold.” 


Yet the academy stressed that 
what had given Mr. Bellow’s 
“anti-heroes” thetr “lasting stat- 
ure” was their courage; the 
courage of a man “who keeps on 
trying to find a foothold during 
his wanderings in our tottering 
world. one who can never re- 
lmquish his faith that the value 
of life depends on its dignity, not 
its success.” 

- Mr, Bellow, 61, is the seventh 
American to win the Literature 
prize. The others have been Mr. 
Steinbeck, Ernest Hemingway 
41954). William Faulkner (1949), 
Pear] Buck (19381, Eugene O'Neill 
(1936) and Sinclair Lewis (1930). 

The six other American win- 
ners this year were Prof. Burton 
Richter of Stanford University 
and Prof. Samuel Ting of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, who shared the physics 
prize for the discovery of a new 
type of elementary particle; Prof. 
William Lipscomb of Harvard, 
who won the chemistry award for

Danish police 
also said that they had caught 
two North Korean diplomats try- 
ing to pass several hundred 
pounds of hashish to Danish 
distributors. 

According to sources here, four 
Scandinavian countries—D en- 
mark, Norway, Sweden and Fin- 
Jand—had planned 8 simulta- 
neous announcement that they 
had uncovered the ring. But the 
Danish police were forced to move 
prematurely because the arrest of 
the diplomats had been made 
openly and was public knowledge. 

Norway followed on Monday 
With an announcement that it 
had uncovered a similar smuggling 
ring and found 10,000 bottles of 
iliicit alcohol as well as thousands 
of duty-free cigarettes. Norway 
immediately served an expulsion 
notice on the North Korean diplo- 
mats there, as the Danes had the 
week before. Finland asked four 
diplomats to leave today. 

Sources here say the smug- 

gling operation was well orches- 
trated throughout Scandinavia 
and was designed to exploit the 
fact thet prices for liquor and 
cigarettes in Scandinavia are ex- 
traordinary high. 

At the same time, however, the 
sources regard the operation as 
ineredibly inept and even pa- 
thetic. The duty-free goods were 
brought from Polish to Swedish 
ports in ill-concealed packages 
aboard 2 bus loaded on board a 
Terry.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (WP). 
—The Commerce Department 
tay change its reporting forms 
to distinguish between U.S. firms 
that are altering their business 
practices to comply with Arab 
boyeott requirements and those 
who simply answer certain ques- 
tions about the goods-they sell. 

At present the law holds thet 
mere statements of fact by U.5. 
tirms—such as the origin of the 
goods and the source of raw 
material—constitute compliance 
with the Arab boycott of Israel. 

Many U.S. firms ihat do busi- 
ness with Arab countries and 155 
rael have protested thels inclusion 
in Commerce Department records 
of firms abiding by the boycott. 

Secretary of Commerce Elliot 
Richardson, in testimony before 
a House of Representatives sub- 
committee yesterday, took note 
of the protests and said he was 
“actively considering” the change. 

Mr. Richardson also acknowl- 
edged that he had had to remind 
overzealous employees that Com- 
merce Department policy is lo 
discourage even pro forma com- 
pliance with the boycott. Several 
department employees have been 
accused of explaining loopholes 
in the law to businessmen. 

The hearing was chaired by 
Rep. Benjamin Rosenthal, D-N.Y., 
who supports an outright ban on 
any form of compliance with the 
Arab boycott. He and Rep. Robert 
Drinan, D-Mass., demanded that 
the administration go “one more 
step” and take executive action 
ta end all boycotts.

Developing SelfHelp 


The Nobel Prize-winning economist Was- 
aily Leontief has a message of hope for the 
world's poor countries—along with a pointed 
challenge. His forecast is that with the 


proper political self-discipline and economic 
effort, they may be able to reduce by 50 per 
cent the income gap that separates them 
from the developed countries by the year 
2000, This is the conclusion of a study for 
the United Nations made by an international 
team of economists under Mr. Leontief’s 
leadership.

Delay in South ‘Africa 


At a time when a volatile situation cails 
for steady progress im dismantling racial 
barriers, South Africa’s white rulers are still 
only inching forward on some fronts and 
digging in or backtracking on others. Prime 
Minister John Vorster and his colleagues still 
act as though they believe the drive for 
racial equity and majority rule can somehow 
be halted at the Rhodesian border. 

With fanfare three weeks ago, the Pretoria 
government announced the abandonment of 
segregation in sports, sanctioning multiracial 
competition at all levels and racially mixed 
teams for international contests. Now eight 
white rugby players who joined 22 blacks 
for a club match in a black township near 
Port Elizabeth are threatened with suspen- 
sion and prosecution. White and black 
players, it seems, cannot play together on 
the same teams except in international com- 
petition. 

On the same day that the rugby players 
were threatened, two of South Africa’s best- 
known black actors were atrested in the 
Transkei—the black “homeland” scheduled to 
achieve “independence” trom South Africa 
Oct. 26—after they had performed in “Sizwe 
Banzi Is Dead.” the anti-apartheld play that 
won them Broadway awards last year. This 
Was only the latest in 4 serles of repressive 
acts against blacks by the bdiack Transkel 
fovernment—actions that parallel those of 
the parent white regime in Pretoria. 

The most ominous recent development in 


South Africa, however, was Prime Minister 
Vorster’s flat rejection of ἃ demand by 
seven black “homeland” leaders for ἃ multi- 


: racial conference to discuss a new constitu- 


tion giving the black majority legal rights in 
the Republic. Mr. Vorster said there was “no 
merit at all” In the proposal advanced by 
Chief Gatsha Buthelezi of Kwa-Zulu after 
four months of rioting by nonwhites which 
has taken 340 lives, injured 2,000 and resulted 
in hundreds of arrests. 

Mr, Vorster also rejected the demand of 
the chiefs for the release of more than 300 
black leaders detained without trial. The 
Prime Minister's imiransigence provoked 
Chief Buthelezl to make public a statement 
he had read to Mr. Vorster, warning that 
unless progress could be made toward black- 
white accommodation, “more and more of 
our people will feel that violence is the only 
alternative left to the black people of South 
Africa.” 

. ff Pretoria would change direction—away 
from an obviously bankrupt “separate devel- 
opment” policy and toward an integrated 
society—it would have a legitimate claim for 
time to work for a solution to an extremely 
complex problem. But even Its efforts in 
assisting solutions for Rhodesia and Namibia 
(South-West Africa) cannot help South 
Africa unless it recognizes, as Chief Buthe- 
lezi says, that present black unrest is “noth- 
ing more than 8. mass rejection of apartheid 
and white privilege.”

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Acoustical Search for a Missing Leonardo

JORENCE, Oct. 21.—A team of Amer- 

ican art researchers is launching an un- 
usual search for a long-missing mural by 
Leonardo da Vinei inside one of Florence's 
most famous buildings. 


hope to discover a wall 


which served as the seat of the Piorentine 
government during the Renaissance. 

“This room was the very heart of the 
Italian Renaissance," said Prof. Carlo 
Pedretti, an art historian at the University 
of Cakfornia αἰ Los Angeles, as he clamber- 
ed up a scaffolding. 

“Our project here is comparable to a 


‘Washington in the White House.” 

The American researchers from UCLA 
and the University of California at San 
Diego are closely linked with Italian art 
scholars at the University of Florence, and 
the project has the blessings of the city 
authorities. 

‘The yearlong search is being funded by 
the Kress Foundation aud the Smithsonian 
Institution. It was officially announced 
today by Prof. Pedretti, Dr. Franklin 
Murphy, president of the Kress Pounda- 
tion, and Florentine city and university 
officials. 

The walls of the council chamber of the 
Palazzo Vecchio, which still houses the 
Florentine city government, are adorned 
with enormous frescoes depicting a rousing 
battle scene painied by the Renaissance 
artist and historian Giorgio Vasari. 

The California experts hope to deter- 
mine—using acoustical techniques new to 
art restoration—whether a fresco that 
Leonardo painted on the wall fs still there, 
under the Vasari. 

Tr the investigation should turn up 2 
large, early Leonardo intact, the discovery 
would be comparable to finding another 
“Last Supper,” the experts say. 

The search combines several scholarly 
disciplines, including historical research, 
art examination and restoration and 
acoustical physics. 

The motive force behind the project Β 
the research of Prof. Pedretti, 48. 
naturalized American who is a leading 
authority on Leonardo da Vinci 

“In 1504, on behalf of the Florentine 
government, Nicolo Machiavelli drew up 
4 coutract with Leonardo to paint a mural 
on the wall of this chamber to celebrate 
the civic virtues,” Prof. Pedretti explained. 
“He chose as the theme the Battle of 
Anghiari, in 1440, where the Florentines 
under Cosimo de Medici defeated the 
Milanese.” 

Leonardo began work in 1505 and with 
@ couple of assistants worked for a full 
year on the wall Then he suddenly 


abandoned the work. No ofe knows why. 
Most researchers believe that be was dis- 
satisiied with his new fresco technique— 
the colors were running. Others suggest 
that he wos piqued because Michelangelo 
was also commissioned for the room's 
decoration. 

“Whatever the case.” Prof. Pedretti con- 
tinued. “Leonardo's work was displayed on 
the wall for 50 years. Records show that 
even in its unfinished state it was much 
admired by other painters. There are 
several smaller copies of the fresco made 
by other artists during the period.” 

In 1563, the Florentine grand duke, un- 
happy over the unfinished state of the 
council chamber, commissioned Vasari to 
cover the walls and ceilings with frescoes 
and to modify the shape of the room tiself. 

For 15 years, Vasari and his assistants 
worked on the project. The battle scene 
along the main wall measures some 135 
feet by 24 feet in three panels. And 
Michelangelo's sculpture also graces tne 
room. 

The key question for art scholars, how- 
ever, is whether Vasari obliterated Da 
Vinci's work—or managed to leave it 
intact—even as he covered the wall with 
his own painting. 


Behind Bricks? 


“Vasari did not like to destroy other 
artists’ work.” Prof, Pedretti said, "I 
think he may have bricked over the. 
original Leonardo wail, applied a new coat 
of plaster and painted on that. So the 
Leonardo may still be in good condition 
under the wall” 

But though records and other sources 
point to the existence of thé Leonardo, no 
one knows just where under the wall the 
Leonardo maj still lie. 

Thus it was decided to use acoustical 
techniques developed by Prof. John Asmus, 
ἃ physicist at the University of California 
at San Diego. The San Diego experts 
specialise in scientific art restoration tech- 
niques—such as using laser beams to clean 
seuJptures. 

The California team is rounded out by 
Henry Newton, 328. 2 restoration expert 
who studied at the Davis branch of the 
University of California, and Maurizio 
Seracini. 28, an engineer, involved in art 
restoration, who graduated from UC San 
Diego. 

Mr. Newton has examined in detail 
Leonardo's painiing materials and beleves 
that the Da Vinci in the Palazzo Vecchio 
was the predecessor of the “Last Supper” 
style and should be in good shape-—if it 
still exists. 

“The problem with the deterioration of 
the ‘Last Supper’ in Milan,” he said, “was 
not so much the quality of the materials 


but the humidity of the building. The 
conditions are much better here.” 
Welcomed by the Italians, the American 
team has set up 8, scaffold 42 feet high at 
one end of the giant Vasari mural in the

could show us what the design 
painting looked like. The ultrasonic echoes 
modulate laser Hghts which in tun 
provide a schematic look at the picture.

If the authorities then decide that the 
Leonardo is intact, they will be faced with 
the next problem of what to do about it: 
To rip up the Vasari to get at it, or 
what?

“It would be expensive,” Mr, Newton 


said, “but it could be done, at least in

The American team hopes that the 
acoustical-finding instruments. will prove 
to be effective in the Palazzo Vecchio, 

“Some of the great paintings were paint- 
ed over by lesser artists in Italy,” Mr. 
Young said. “If this technique works here, 
who knows how many old masterpieces 
‘we could find?”
